" T h e trial by jury is of great antiquity, 
and has been eulogized as aflording an 
adequate protection against Ihe oppres- 
sive exercise of 
urbitrary power 
to- 
wards any one,however unmflueotial his 
position in lile. 
Its moll popular iiea- 
turc is, that it furnishes every man 
an 
op(>orlunity 
of 
being judged 
by hie 
equals, whose interest cannot be suppos- 
ed to consist in doing him injustice.— 
Whatever conflicting views, of which it 
is not our purpose here to treat, may be 
held respecting this mode of tiial. com- 
pared with others, wheie applied to (he 
settlement of questions of property, and 
of disputes between man and m a n , we 
believe that 
the 
number 
of those 
is 
small, who in this country, will question 
its superiority when applied to criminal 
matters. 
We are aware, thnt illustri- 
ous eiamples may be cited of eminent 
men, 
whom 
it 
has faded to protect, 
yet 
we 
iirmly believe that 
it throws 
around tbe innocent a panoply, 
as im- 
penetrable as the imper. .lion of human 
tribunals will admit of, while it gives no 
dangerous facility to the guilty, whereby 
to elude 
punishment. 
In the 
United 
States, uiid nearly nil the slates, 
it has 
been so highly 
appreciated, 
that 
in 
questions, civil as well as criminal, 
it 
has been adopted, and even made an ar- 
ticle ol constitutional guaranty. 
T h e r e 
is scarcely a citixmi 
of mature years, 
who has not been repeatedly 
called on 
to act as a juror, and in that capacity 
to 
perforin a resp onsible part in passing on 
Ihe life, the liberty, Ihe reputation,
